Was Catr.poied af Masters Only. 


Unlike ;he trades unions of today, 
he Company of t'cwleters of ohlun 
irnc-s was composed of the masters 
inly, and disobedience of the.rules was 
mulched with a vigor fur exceeding 
inyihing of the kind fit Ihe present 


. The linvs were made fur the pro- 


ection of Ihe sewrsi! public and nor 
or the worklngmau alfme; conseQnent- 
y (lie nrticius tnnieil nut by a master 
)0%vtercr and l-caving his "touch" had 
o bo nil hi a given standard of ex'cel- 
ence. ReforQ a num could set up as a 
misler pewte.-or lie was obliged to 
ervc an apprenticeship of about sis 
'ears, after which he had to produce 
its "essay"' pti.'ccs under certain test 
ondilions. and only after these pieces 
tad tx>en approved by the authorities 
f the craft was he- ullowed his free- 


dom and permitlcd lo register his pri- 
vate "touch" nt • the company's hall 
and set up as :i master pewterer. 


The company was rot content merely 


to pass upon the work of a craftsman, 
but came very near regulating the 
minor deiaiis of his life. The penalty 
was very heavy for employing a helper 
who had not served, a regular appren- 
ticeship, and any master so darlug as 
to employ a foreigner was hned f 10, 
and all articles made by him were con- 
fiscated, the object being to keep the 
trade secrets from spreading—Circle 
Magazine.

of leatber bound volumes nnd said: 


"You had better examine those vol 


mnes carefully to see If the leathei 
needs feeding. 
If it Is new stock thoj 


will bo all right let alone for severa 
years, but If they Imvc been on tci 
shelves for some time the leather wll 
have lost most of Its natural oil and 
become brittle. This applies especially 
to books kept In private houses, which 
are as n rule much hotter tbau tlie book 
stacks of a large library. 
There Is 


nothing more attractive than a fresh 
well preserved leather binding or 
volume and scarcely anyUiing less so 
than a dilapidated, cracked one. 


"You can add years to the life of a 


leather binding and a hundred per cent 
to Its appearance by nibbing In a little 
vaseline wltb a piece of raw cotton- 
not too much, Just as much na the 
leather will thoroughly absorb. Where 
tbe binding bends is where It Is raosl 
likely to crack. The leather will not 
be greasy, as tlie vaseline will be ab- 
sorbed. 
One treatment every year or 


two Is sufficient unless the books are 
unduly exposed to heat."—Waslilng-ton 
Star.

Hut in Hie beginning 
of the mlildle ages n flian^e began to 
tnke pluce lu the method of mixing the 
liiKreilrals. ami some otuer substances 
were brourfil into use. llutlcr, og;,'3 
iiiul s.slt found their way into pastry 
niaklng. unil the result wus a manifest 
Improvi'incut. Pustu nest came to be 
used us an Inclosurc for meat, seasoned 
with splccx. etc. Afterward It went a 
elup further, the next use being for tlie 
[iirlosure of crcnms, fruit, preserves, 
i-tc., and lalur still It bewail to tube the 
many fanciful sli.ijics In which It 1ms 
since boL'ii commonly found, in tlie 
e.irly stages of English cookery Uie 
pastry ciisus were called coffins or 
"coffynes" anil were made In various 
sizes from "gret ,coffyncs with lowe 
liddes" for Hie "tartos of fllescUe" to 
the "Binnlie coffyuos" for "turtolettes' 
of "flscbe or Hlesche," nilxcil will 
"stuf of boyllixl figgeg eround and good 
powdure and spices."

The action of poisons upon the sys- 


tem is andtalways has been one of the 
most interesting of subjects. Just how 
nnd why It kills have been determined 
through a sfHes of experiments made 
by scientists.

tion is one of the best and most lucid 
of any that has been given to the pub- 
lic: 
"The venom may be roughly sepa- 


rated Into two parts, one acting upon 
the blood and the other upon the 
nerves. When Injected It Immediately 
begins to create terrible destruction 
In "the blood vessels. 
The walls of the 


veins are eaten away, and an Internal 
hemorrhage takes place. 
While this 


is going on a portion of tlie venom la 
attacking 
tlie nerves. . Particularly 


susceptible to Its ravages is the 'vaso- 
motor1 system, a nerve center which 
controls the muscles of respiration. 
Paralysis takes place lu these organs, 
and tlie victim generally dies from an 
inability to breathe."—Exchange.

the Colonies. 


During the seventeenth centnry tlie 


druggist came to America nnd closely 
followed English precedents, modify- 
ing them, however, bv the prnctlct of 
the Indians, wlfh whom lie cnme in 
contact Quack apothecaries began to 
spring up In the new land, nml In 1830 
the colony of Virginia passed a law 
•which among other things regulated 
the prices nnd fees of the druggist. 
At this time It was fnshlonnhle for 
the druggists to practice surgery in ad- 
dition to pharmacy, and the Virginia 
colony contained a large number of 
people who were proflckent in both pro- 
fessions. 
In Massachusetts the busi- 


ness was largely In the hands of 
Indians, schoolirinsters, old women and 
teachers.

Twenty-live years ayo Minns. Cher.iz

inenhins which they called the Hunch- 
ugist. 
Hnnchnirfst ineuus Ihe bell, tne 


clang, ihe summons, the appeal. Minns 
Clieraz and Xuznr liey belonged to the 
superior intrclmnl nud scholar das* of 
London, I lieu ihe uLily ela-s of Anne- 
nians who Imd llown their tmtive land 
nnd its dllU-rences with Turkey, and 
had set up life outside. Their club 
gathered to itself many of their kind, 
banded to help Ihe brethren ut home. 
They had gained wealth und standing, 
these earlier Armenian emigrants, HIM! 
the eociely, as luug ns they mnde und 
moved it, was au luuorubte and JMHV- 
erful organ forgood. 
It could und did 


dispense much money und other aid to 
thesnlTerlng at home. 


As nil such societies will, in course 


of time, lliis original organization de- 
generated. It degenerated because It 
could not exclude from it incoming 
youuger members of lesser mental and 
moral calibre. Eventually Us conlrol 
passed into their bauds, aud the Hun- 
chaglst became u frnukly terrorist baud. 
Assassination seems to visit tbe Arme- 
nian band w;th an ease and comfort 
thai is -Russian. 
From philanthropy 


the Huuchajjlst member turned lo pol- 
itics, and expressed ills views with his 
knife. Thai is to say, Turks begau to 
be mysteriously uttueked. And the 
Hunchugist, when it cametu be known 
.as the author of these political opinions 
naturally fell very far iu tbe estimation 
of tne Turks. Tiny in their own turn 
begau to stalk it, with uot very gener- 
ous motives. Sundry Hunchaglst load- 
era were caught, were tried—and retort- 
ed to uugentleiimuly means uf saving 
their necks. 


The menus with which they fought to 


iave themselves! supplied the society 
with what might be called Its third 
period, and brought out Its worst ca- 
pacities for evil. Kobbery had already 
been resorted to by the cleverer and 
less scrupulous of the leaders. It wns s 
natural stcpio development. 
Moving 


from philanthropy to terrorism, aud re- 
truitiug the worst cut-throats iu ihe 
process, these fellows inevitably found 
the society u meant for their enrich- 
ment. Their leaders on Iriul showed 
them the way. Themselves net'iised 
by the Turks of assiiSEimition und oth- 
er varieties uf political dissent, 
and 


tried for their lives, these lenders bared 
the secret existence uf the Huuclmgist 
—and named as Its iufhieutml and 
guiding members Ihe moat respected 
uud innocent of Armenian subjectsof 
Turkish 
rule. Members these poor 


ruerchauts had 
never been; but it 


proved a saving move lo the accused 
leaders to usme them as such. The 
Turks dealt with 
them suminurily, 


lint the remaining shnrp wits iu the 
Huuchngibt had nuw n thriving busi- 
ness enterprise laid reudy lo their bund. 
It soon became a profitable venture to 
suggest-lo any prosperous Armenian 
(but u contribution to the Huuchsgiat 
from him would spare him the ludig- 
nily aud the danger of beiug reported 
to the Turkish Oovemieut as a member 
of the baud. 


THK UKSCK.VT ISTO TKKKOKISM. 


This wan tbe third period of Huucha- 


giai history, the period which contin- 
ues to this day. 
Beginning In philau- 


•tI]ropy 10 poor Armenians, passing 
through terrorism of Ihe Turks, ll has 
ended In terrorism of the poor Armen- 
ians. Tbe HuuchagtJt had grown to 
be as permanent in Turkey *• too 
Democrats in New York. At least the 
tuaplcioua and excitable Turks accep- 
ted the uoctety ou terms of perniMU- 
«ucy, and hunted it with a permanent 
zeal. And ou Ihit useful reputation 
Ihe Uunchagiet could bank 
undis- 


lurbed auioug. the poor aud nneducated 
Armenians. These victims 
paid all 


(be more generously aud readily to be 
saved from complicity In au orgaulz- 
tlon of such dread. Aud they were all 
tbe more'zealous to keep secret and 
safe the actual leaders and members. 
H bad grown lew aud lens convenient 
to have a Hunchaglst leader on trial 
and uamiugju.1t auy Innocent fellow- 
countrymen as his partners. This was 
Ihe business iu which the leaders soon 
were amassing money and power, .and 
in which leaders of one or the other 
sou have continued to this day, with 
varying success. From thne to time 
ttiete have beeu piirglrigsof the baud, 
lu self-defence reputable Armenians 
have frequently had to violate their in- 
born antagonism to tbe Turk, and lend 
their aid to Ihe Turkish Government 
iu attempted 
aupprenslou of tho uu- 


iienrable band. Aud always, by this 
or other means, tbe terrorists have been 
held in check. Al times, 
however, 


'hey have passed to extremes of auda- 
city aud crime.

Iluncha^isl leaders1 pleased, for sup- 
po>ed immunity /rom trouble w i t h onr 
LJoveinmeiit or with the Turkish rule 
at hnuie. hkxjner or later they were 
bound to wake up to ihis fraud. When 
they did, tbe Huuchaglst resorted to 
open kioldup, and got their money un- 
drr frank llireat of 'death. 


That is, It was the unscrupulous and 


dastardly who did this, the villains 
whom it has always been impossible 
to drive from tbe society. As loug us 
Aruieuin hated Turkey, and Turkey 
seemed to oppress Armenia, there was 
cause fur their being, there was a leg ou 
which they might stand. 
At least 


there was re'asuu lor the Hunchaglst, 
und these were the vermin who infest- 
ed It. To S|ieak of them in these terms 
is to Imply that there are belter mem- 
bers uf the Hunchaglst, and this is the 
cane.

During Ihe trial he ac- 
cused a good many wealhy Armeulatu 
of being either members of or sympa- 
thizers with the Revolutionary Society. 
During thelaat half oftbe trial he sent 
messengers to other wealthy Armeni- 
ans with requests for money, together 
with threats that unless they complied 
with his demands they themselves 
would be iinplicated the next day. 
Ilia 
trial continued for about 
three 


weeks, and dining that time he Impli- 
cated eighty or eighty-five innocent Ar- 
meuiaus who had never belonged to 
any Armenian organization or sympa- 
thized with any. He was condemned 
to death with hla aseoclates, but twen- 
ty-four hours before the time »et for 
bis txecutlou he was pardoned, with 
the understanding tbat he should 
leave Turkey at once. He did »o, flee- 
ing to France where he married, but 
his career of extortion was not yet o- 
vcr. By mall he terrorized wealthy Ar- 
menians lu Turkey through his old 
method of threatening to Implicate 
them if they failed to furnish the mon- 
ey he demanded. 


Finally be went to London, arriving 


at a time when there waa dissension hi 
the ranks of the Revolutionary Society, 
Taking advantage of the situation he 
joined the radical element,and within 
a short time after the atMHluallou of 
Cbuljlan in KiiMla, tie became their 
leader, Under hli Influence the radical 
leaders then resorted to extortion and 
terrorism,'
